That volunteers for 
such a service will be abundant, need not be 
questioned; and Dr. Catpwett, who has 
earned the right to command the expe- 
dition, has. given the best evidence of 
his readiness to lead, One surgeon’ in 
our Navy, at least, has made his fame 
immortal by contributions to scientific and 
geographical knowledge; and it perhaps re- 
nginsto Dr. Caupweit to place. his name 
alongside that of the lamented Kanu.

The move- 
ment on behalf of Juvenile Reformation alone 
would tedeem by ite importance the mach 
abused name of Philanthropy. Issues of infi- 
nite value are ipvolved in its successful prose- 
cution, and it is of the bighest. consequence 
that it should be carried on in the broades; 
light of public discussion, and confided only to 
the best informed and most devoted men. 

It should be understood, in the inception of 
every undertaking from which a result of good 
to. this cause is expected, that the first con- 
dition of snecess in the management of a Re- 
formatory Institution, is character in those 
who control it. The best organized societies 
will be inefficient—the most sagaciously-con- 
structed plans will be fruitless, unless the 
right men can be found to undertake from the 
beginning the execution of these plans. The 
simplest experience of domestic life is sufficient 
to prove the truth of this. Whether the paren- 
tal relation, under the best conditions, shall 
be a curse or a blessing to the child, depends 
absolately upon the personal valae of the 
parent. How much more important, then, 
is the quality of the disposition and the will to 
which we are to intrust the discipline and the 
development of hundreds of young natures 
less uptutored than wrongly tatored—less ig- 
norant of good than. familiarwith vice? The
